As told by young Sterner, Severinus 


was on the opposite side of a fence; Cyril 
was on the fence, and the hunter himself 
was about to crawl over. Sterner handed 
the gun to Severinus, with a caution to 
eet it down, as it was loaded! The boy 
did not do as told, altho again command- 
ed to do so. Instead, he pointed it at hib 
yoanger brother, with a playful ejacula- 
tion to "Look Out!" Hardly were the 
words out of his mouth when the gun 
went off, and the brother fell dead at his 
feet, the charge having entered Cyril's 
left side. Terror stricken, Severinus ran 
to his home.

The tishy 
flavor of wild duck or birds may be 
removed by parboiling with a littte 
onion in the water. Usually the meat 
of game birds is improved by hanging 
until it has developed flavor and be- 
come moni fender; this does not ren- 
der it le^s wholesome if it is not too 
high, that is, hung too long. 


Sidney Smith pronounced it a wick- 


edness to serve roast game drenched in 
•sauce. 


Old gfime should not be broiled or 


roasted, but there are many delightful 
ways of using it in stews, pot pies, 
casseroled or fricasseed. 


Game bird"? should always be served 


with thin shoes of salt pork or baton, 
a^ the meat is otherwise too dry. In 
roasting slices of pork should be placed 
over them or wrapped around them. 
They are usually served on toast.

and tender quail. Pick, draw and singe 
and wipe with a d;.mp cloth inside and 
out.

around it. 


Spindled Oysters—Take two dozen 


large oysters and the same number of 
slices of bacon, cut very thin. Have 
n half dozen steel skewers, small ones, 
and spear an oyster and a piece of ba- 
con, 
alternating them, riace the ba-' 


con through the corner and do not 
crowd. Lay the skewers across a bak- 
ing pan and cook in a quick oven or 
under gas five minutes. Lay each skew- 
er with its contents on a slice of nicely 
browned toast; pour the gravy over 
and serve at once. 


Virginia Oyster Soup.—Wash a quart 


of oysters, saving the liquor. 
Strain 


and add two blades of mace, one stalk 
of celery, chopped fine, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, and a pod of red pepper. 
Scald, add two tablespoonfuls of 'but- 
ter, rubbed smooth with one table- 
spoonful of flour; add a pint of milk 
and a pint of cream. Allow to come 
to a boil; add the oysters and the mo- 
ment they are plump and the edges 
curl, remove from the fire. Serve from 
a tureen with inch squares of toast.

Game and wild fowl furnish a pleas­ 
ant chancre in the dioat diet. Although 
¿rame is not a reg­ 
ular visitor in the 
average home, it 
is (he wise house­ 
wife who informs 
herself 
on 
the 
best way to pre­ 
pare it, for rio one 
appreciates 
well 
cooked game like 
the hunter himself. 
Game is usually lacking In fat, Is 
short llbered and ea*sy of digestion. 
The well fattcnexl fowl lacks the flavor 
of the delicate game birds. The fishy 
flavor of wild duck or birds may be 
removed by parboiling with a little 
onion In the water. 
Usually the meat 
of game birds is improved by hanging 
until it has developed flavor and be­ 
come more tender; this does not ren­ 
der it less wholesome if it is not too 
high, that is, hung too long. 
Sidney Smith pronounced it a wick­ 
edness to serve roast game drenched in 
sanee. 
Old game should not be broiled or 
roasted, but there are many delightful 
ways of using it in stews, pot pies, 
casseroled or fricasseed. 
Game birds should always be served 
with thin slices of salt pork or bacon, 
as the meat is otherwise too dry. 
In 
roasting slices of pork should be placed 
over them or wrapped around them. 
They are usually served on toast. 
Roasted Quail.—Take six fat, fresh 
and tender quail. Pick, draw and singe 
and wipe with a damp cloth inside and 
out. 
15utter the inside .and 
season 
lightly with salt and . pepper. 
Truss 
and bind with a thin slice of pork or 
fat bacon. Put a tablespoonful of but­ 
ter in a roasting pan, put 
in 
the 
quail and roast in a hot oven 20 min­ 
utes. 
Put six slices of buttered toast 
in a hot platter, lay a bird on each; 
add half a tablespoonful of butter, a 
iittle boiling water, and the juice of a 
lemon to the gravy in the pan; cook 
^three minutes stirring well, strain, set 
back on the stove to cook two minutes 
longer, then pour evenly over the 
breasts of the birds so tl*it it will soak 
the toa^t. .Garnish with slices of lem­ 
on and watercress. Serve with green- 
grape jelly. 
, When cooking veal, either chops or 
steaks, dip in milk before 'putting In 
into the hot frying pan.

Oysters au natural or In a stew are 
the ways they are most commonly 
served. 
They ^should be 
carefully handled to see 
that no shell or foreign 
substance is jeft, then 
placed in a sieve and ^ a- 
ter poured over them. 
Oyster Souffle. — Scald 
two „dozen 
oysters 
in 
their own liquor, drain, 
remove thé beards and pound in a 
mortar with two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 
softened bread crumbs, soaked In wa­ 
ter and squeezed dry; mix three yolks 
of eggs, two tablespoonfuls of butter, 
a gill of oyster liquor and an equal 
quantity of whipped cream. 
Season 
with salt and cayenne; add a little 
lemon juice and the whites of two 
eggs, w'eJl whipped. 
Stir this mixture 
lightly and turn*into a buttered mold; 
cover with paper, well buttered and 
steam 30 minutes. 
When ready to 
serve, turn the souffle out on a iiot 
dish and place some oyster sauce 
around it. 
Spindled Oysters.—Take two dozen 
large oysters and the same number of 
slices of bacon, cut very thin, 
Have 
a half dozen steel skewers, small ones, 
and spear an oyster and a piece of ba­ 
con, alternating them. 
Place the ba- 
cpn through the ..corner and do not 
crowd. Lay the skewers across a bak­ 
ing pan and cook in a quick oven or 
under gas five minutes. Lay each skew­ 
er with its contents on a slice of nicely 
browned toast; pour the gravy over 
and serve at once. 
Virginia Oyster Soup.—Wash a quart 
of oysters, saving the liquor. 
Strain 
and add two blades of mace, one stalk 
of celery, chopped fine, one teaspoon­ 
ful of salt, and a pod of red pepper. 
Scald, add two tablespoonfuls of «but­ 
ter, rubbed smooth with one table- 
spoonful of flour; add a pint of milk 
and a pint of cream.

Bicyclist* Injured in Collision. 
tialph Hclwig and Georgo Henry, em­ 
ployees of the Hanover shoe factory, while 
riding to work on Thursday morning on a 
bicycle, one being seated on the handle­ 
bars, collided with the truck of the Sani­ 
tary Reduction Works, Hanover, as the 
truck was about to turn into West Walnut 
street, that place, Helwig buffered a slight 
coucussion, and was taken into the oflice 
of a physician in an unconscious condition. 
Henry escapcd with abrasions of the right 
knee, shoulder and side of his body. The 
bicyclc was completely wrcckcd, A charge 
of exceeding the speed limit was made by 
Officer Crabbs against proprietor Reis, 
At a hearing before Burgess Stokes, on 
Thursday, Mr. Reis refuted the charge of 
speeding, stating that his big truck could 
not go over the Borough speed limit of 15 
miles an hour.

Horse Killed in Collisions 
When the automobile owned and driven

It 
is said he ran away from the institution 
once before, since he was placed there by 
the Adams county Court, and was recog­ 
nized in South Bethlehem by a Gettys- 
burgian, who notified the officials of the 
school and was returned. It is likely he 
will be returned to the Republic.
